There's no reason whatever for the 
howl that has been sent up over this 
rule. This is my first experience un- 
der it and I like iis effect very much. 


"In Philadelphia the few that are still 


opposing it are doing so largely on the 
grounds that it is a rule originated by 
President Hart of the Chicago Na- 
tional League club, and you know he 
has some enemies there, especially 
among the critics. I believi that Bo.s- 
ton will cool down and follow just the 
same as Philadelphia has before the 
end of the season. 


"Nowhere that I have been this
